One of the services provided 
by the Pickaway County ASCS 
Office is acreage measurement 
for farmers participating in the 
ulheat and feed grain programs. 
T o 
obtain 
measurement 
service, a producer must file 
a request with the ASCS office. 
The county office will mail a 
statement after the service is 
completed based on time and 
mileage. This cost is bourne by 
the person making the request. 
A county ASCS reporter will 
visit the farm and determine 
the acreage of each field and 
stake it if requested. An outline 
of the fields and their acreage 
will be shown on the farm’s 
photocopy, which is furnished to 
the producer. 
P r o d u c e r s interested in 
measurement service are urged 
to request it as soon as possible. 
The County ASCS Office has 
reporters available now to give 
prompt service. Filing a request 
later may cause a delay in the 
service requested. 
There 
are 
advantages 
in 
knowing the acreages of crops 
planted 
or 
to 
be 
planted, 
diverted acres and conserving 
base acres. Knowing these will 
help the farmer when the time 
comes for certifying compliance 
with a program. 
M e a s u r e m e n t 
service 
guarantees compliance with a 
program, so long as the planted 
is limited to the measured area.

Crime Bill Passes; Narcotics Law Studied 


WASHINGTON (AP) — On 
the heels of passage of an or­ 
ganized crime control bill, the 
Senate was called into Saturday 
session today to work on anoth­ 
er administration-backed meas­ 
ure to overhaul federal narcot­ 
ics laws. 
The drug bill sharply reduces 
penalties for the possession or 
use of marijuana, heroin and 
other narcotics, while providing 
stiffer sentences for pushers 
and traffickers in illegal drugs. 
Majority Leader Mike Mans­ 
field moved to take up the drug 
bill immediately after the Sen­ 
ate passed the organized crime 
control measure by a 72*1 vote 


despite scattered protests that 
some of its provisions endanger 
individual right. 
The Montana Democrat urged 
the Senate to approve the bill, 
one of the major anti-crime 
measures sought by President 
Nixon, with “a big bang” to 
show its determination to com­ 
bat organized crime. 
Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell 
congratulated the Senate for its 
passage of the bill and urged 
quick House action. 
“This act is one of the most 
imaginative and comprehensive 
proposals to combat organized 
crime ever 
introduced in the 
Congress,” Mitchell said. 


However, there appeared to 
be no prospect for early action 
in the House where no hearings 
have been scheduled. 
Instead, Chairman Emanuel 
Ceiler, D-N.Y., of the House 
Judiciary Committee has an­ 
nounced hearings starting Feb. 
18 on federal grants to the 
states for beefed-up loeal police 
forces under the Safe Streets 
Act of 1968. 
One basic thrust of the meas­ 
ure passed by the Senate Friday 
is to bring federal enforcement 
powers directly to bear on ille­ 
gal gambling, a major source of 
revenues for the Mafia and oth­ 
er underworld cartels. 


Large-scale 
illicit 
gambling 
enterprises would be made a 
federal crime. These are de­ 
fined as involving five or more 
persons, being in operation for 
more than 30 days, and having a 
gross take of as much as $2,000 
in any one day. 
Bribery of local officials by 
gambling syndicates would be a 
federal offense. 
Another novel part of the bill 
is designed to root out racketeer 
infiltration of business and labor 
unions, partially through use of 
anti trust concepts like divesti­ 
ture, dissolution and reorganiza­ 
tion. 


The bill also provides for ex- ! 
tru sentences of up to 30 years’ I 
imprisonment for habitual and 
professional criminals and lead­ 
ers of organized crime. 
Other parts of the bill make 
s u b s t a n t i a l 
changes 
in 
evidence-gathering processes to 
strengthen government prosecu­ 
tions of mobster. 
The bill, overturning a Su­ 
preme Court decision of last 
year, also would sharply re­ 
strict defense access to govern­ 
ment files to determine if evi­ 
dence was obtained through ille­ 
gal wiretapping or other unlaw­ 
ful means.

Tax Changes Of Immediate 
Concern To Agriculture

If you’re filing a farm income 
tax return this year, you have 
two extra weeks (until March 
I) in which to prepare it. 
’tills is one of two big tax 
changes of immediate concern 
to 
farmers, 
brought 
about 
through the new income tax law 
enacted recently by Congress. 
The other change which you’ll 
have to take into account in 
preparing tax returns is the 
repeal of tho investment tax 
credit. 
The tax savings feature of 
investment credit was repealed 
not only for 1970, but also for 
1969 purchases made after April 
18. 
Purchases 
made 
before 
April 19, 1969, or firm contracts 
closed before that date, still will 
qualify for the tax credit of 7 
per cent of the purchase price,

THIS credit, first introduced 
in 1962, applied to purchases of 
depreciable personal property 
used in production. Primarily it 
covered farm machinery, trucks 
and livestock equipment with an 
expected life of over 4 years 
or more. It was also available 
for some other features like 
specialized 
storage facilities, 
grain drying equipment, silos 
and even fence and tile under 
certain circumstances. 
The other change of im­ 
mediate interest is the deadline 
for filing farm returns. The 
time allowed farmers to file a 
final tax return and not have 
to file an estimate, is extended 
to March I, instead of the usual 
February 15 date. (March 2 this 
year because the first is on 
Sunday). 
Formerly, a farmer (one who 
received two-thirds or more of 
his income from farming ac­ 
tivities) could avoid filing an 
estimate of his year’s earnings 
if he filed his final return by 
February 
15, 
paying 
the 
necessary tax at that time. 
Several other changes were 


made which will affect tax for 
the 1970 business year, Dr. 
Baker reports. The surtax will 
be reduced to 2ta per cent. All 
cows used for dairy or breeding 
purposes and horses used for 
draft or sporting purpose that 
are acquired after December 31, 
1969, will have to be held for 
24 months in order to qualify 


for capital gains treatment. 
Losses from hobby farms can 
not be used to offset non-farm 
income. In order for a farm 
to be considered to be operated 
for profit and not a hobby farm, 
it must show a profit in at least 
two out of five years (or two 
out of seven years for a race 
horse farm).

1970 Feed Grain Program 
Outlined By ASCS Chairman 


P r o d u c e r s in Pickaway 
County will receive notice of 
their feed grain bases and an 
explanatory leaflet on the 1970 
feed grain program in January, 
according to George Stump, 
chairman 
of 
the 
Pickaway 
C o u n t y 
A g r i c u l t u r a l 
Stabilization and Conservation 
ASC Committee. 
S i g n - u p period for the 
voluntary 
farm programs — 
including wheat as well as feed 
grains — will be Feb. 2 through 
March 20. 
The 1970 Feed Grain Program 
will be much like the 1969 
program, the ASC committee 
chairman said. Provisions of the 
1970 
Wheat 
Program 
were 
announced earlier. 
A c r e a g e 
diversion 
and 
diversion payments: Minimum 
diversion at 20 per cent of a 
farm’s feed grain base acreage 
will be required for program 
participation. No payment will 
be made for this first 20 per 
cent diversion, except for small 
farms. 
Payments will be made for 
additional diversion of com, 
grain 
sorghum 
and 
barley. 
Maximum acreage that can be 
diverted for payment will be the 
larger of 30 per cent of a farm’s 
feed grain base or 25 acres less 
the qualifying 
20 per cent 
diversion. Payment rate for this 
additional 
diversion 
will 
be 
based on 40 per cent of the 
total county price support (loan 
plus support payment) times a 
farm’s projected yield of the 
crops involved. This rate is 5 
per cent less than the previous 
year rate. 
A second important change is 
that 
no 
advance 
diversion 
payment 
will 
be 
made 
at 
iignup time. 
Price-Support 
l o a n s 
and 
payments: 
National 
average 
price-support loan rates on all 
feed grains will be the same 
as in 1969. 


The national average loan 
levels of the other feed grains 
will be: barley, 83 cents per 
bushel; 
oats, 63 cents per 
bushel; rye, $1.02 per bushel. 
(Price support is required by 
law for oats and rye, but there 
are no provisions for acreage 
limitations.) 
Price-support payment rates 
will be: cora, 30 cents per 
bushel; and barley, 20 cents per 
bushel. Price-support payment 
for a farm is arrived at by 
multiplying 
the 
per 
bushel 
price-support payment times the 
farm’s projected yield times the 
smaller of the planted acreage 
or 50 per cent of the farm’s 
feed grain base. 
Small farm 
provisions: 
A 
farm with a feed grain base 
of 25 acres or less will be able 
to qualify for payment on the 
first 20 per cent of its diverted 
acreage, with the payment rates 
based on 20 per cent of the 
total county support rate times 
p r o j e c t e d yield. For the 
remaining diverted acreage on 
small 
farms, 
the 
diversion 
payment will be based on the 
40 per cent payment rate, 
subject 
to 
the 
maximum 
limitation. 
Producers with feed grain 
bases of up to 125 acres will 
have the option of temporarily 
reducing their base to 25 acres 
to become eligible for the small 
farm provisions. In such case, 
no corn, grain sorghum or 
barley is to be planted for 
harvest on the farm and the 
temporary 25-acre feed grain 
base must be put to conserving 
uses. 
Other 
program 
provisions: 
Soybeans planted in lieu of feed 
grains will not earn price- 
support payments. Substitution 
provisions relating to wheat and 
feed grains will continue as in 
previous years. 


temperatures (45 to 50 degrees)

Use a germination mixture of 
two parts of soil, one part peat, 
and one part medium to coarse 
sand. Be sure the medium is 
light and porous, well drained 
and fairly low in fertilizer 
content. 
A 
shallow 
flat 
is 
more 
desirable than a deep one, since 
the seedlings are grown only 
a short time in the flat before 
transplanting to other flats for 
more space or into individual 
containers. 
Fine seed such as petunias, 
begonias, etc. can be sown on 
the surface while larger seed 
should be placed at the bottom 
of shallow depressions. Leave 
fine seed uncovered and cover 
large seed with sand or fine 
sifting of the seed medium. 
Seed or Cuttings 
Started in Peat Pots 
Small peat pots with fertilizer 
incorporated 
in them 
make 
raising seedlings or growing 
cuttings much easier for the 
backyard gardener. You can 
find these pots at your local 
garden supply center. 
There 
are 
several 
trade 
names, so choose the one you 
like as most of them will do 
a good job. 
Gardeners who want to get 
an early start this spring may 
take advantage of these peat 
pots to get seedlings going. 
When ready to plant, set the 
pot, plant and all, in the garden. 
You do not have to remove Die 
peat pot from the root system 
since it will deteriorate into 
organic matter.

One of the services provided 
by the Pickaway County ASCS 
Office is acreage measurement 
for farmers participating in the 
wheat and feed grain programs. 
T o 
obtain 
measurement 
service, a producer must file 
a request with the ASCS office. 
The county office will mail a 
statement after the service is 
completed based on time and 
mileage. This cost is bourne by 
the person making the request. 
A county ASCS reporter will 
visit the farm and determine 
the acreage of each field and 
stake it if requested. An outline 
of the fields and their acreage 
will be shown on the farm’s 
photocopy, which is furnished to 
the producer. 
P r o d u c e r s interested in 
measurement service are urged 
to request it as soon as possible. 
The County ASCS Office has 
reporters available now to give 
prompt service. Filing a request 
later may cause a delay in the 
service requested. 
There 
are 
advantages 
in 
knowing the acreages of crops 
planted 
or 
to 
be 
planted, 
diverted acres and conserving 
base acres. Knowing these will 
help the farmer when the time 
comes for certifying compliance 
with a program. 
M e a s u r e m e n t 
service 
guarantees compliance with 
program, so long as the planted 
is limited to the measured area. 
I n c o r r e c t certification can 
result in program payments 
being reduced or lost.

Fabric softeners are used in 
final rinse to make fabrics 
fluffier, reduce static clinging 
and aid in reducing wrinkles. 
Use only amount specified, as 
overuse can decrease moisture 
absorption and cause graying in 
white articles. 
Starch is not used as much 
as formerly because of new

Special 
“renewal” 
sprays

clothing. These, too, eliminate 
the need for starch and some 
make ironing easier.

Stackhouse said late informa­ 
tion from the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture indicates that 
there still is much controversy 
on the subject. He said six na­ 
tional pesticide manufacturers 
have challenged the order to 
ban DDT and are allowed 90 
days time in which to register 
their protests.
